Severe Investigations Made by the 
Police of France. 


BXC.TEMENT IA HEW YORK, WAIT O 
THE STOLEN MONEY WAS SHIPPSD. 


United States Autherities to Take a 
Hand in the Imquiry—The Treasure 
Fellowed Across the Ocean by Expert 
Thieves—No Theory As te Hew the 
Daring Deed Was Cem mitted. 


Paris, July 31,—The police of France are 
investigating what is probably one of the 
most remarkable robberies on record, and it 
is dolle ved that the police authorities of the 
United States will be asked, ifthey have not 
already been 80 requested, to take a 
hand in the investigation, In some unac- 
countable manner a cask of gold from New 
York, valued at $50,000, has been stolen while 
in transit from Havre to Paris. 

The French line steamship La Touraine, 
Capt. Santelli, left New York on July 21 for 
Havre, with forty casks of American gold on 
board, valued at $2,000,000 and consigned to 
various concerns. She arrived here July 29. 
The forty casks of gold are believed to have 
been safely landed at Havre and they are 
also saidto have been placed complete on 
board the train running between Havre and 
thiscity. But when the precious casks were 
counted upon arriving bere, there were only 
thirty-nine of them; one cask, containing 
$50,000 ip American gold. had by some means 
disappeared. 

The disappearance of the cask of gold has 
given rise to a number of police theories, the 
strongest being thatthe gold was followed 
from New York by expert thieves who pa- 
tientiy awaited their chance to abstract one 
of the casks. 

The police, pending the termination of 
their investigation, will not give any par- 
ticulars concerning the robbery, bat it is be- 
lieved that several personas were concerned 
in the theft, for the cask of gold must have 
weighed nearly 200 pounds, and even a very 
strong man could not dave carried sucha 
load alone for any very great distance. 
Among the theories being investigated is 
one which may turn out to be correct. It is 
that the thief or thieves hid himseif or them- 
selves in the car in which the gold was sub- 
sequently placed, and that while on their 
way to Paris one cask of gold was thrown out 
of the train and the robbers Jumped after it.

SUNK THESHIP 


Second Battle Between the Fleets 
of China and Japan. 


One of the Finest Cruisers of the 
Chinese Navy Sent to the Bottom, 


AND TWO OTHERS BITHER CAPTURED 
OR DESTROYED. 


Abeut 1,000 Lives Lost im the Engage. 
ment—The Japanese Preve Muek the

TIEN Tem, July 81.—A maval dattle was 
fought yesterday between the Chinese and 
Japanese fleets. The Japanese sank the Chi- 
nese warship Ohen-Yuen and two large 
cruisers, supposed to be the vessels bullt for 
China by the Armstrongs, were captured or 
destroyed by the Japanese. 

The Chen Yuen was a Dattleship of 7,400 
tons displacement, carrying 1% inches 
compound armor at the water line. Her 
battery incladed four 12-inch guns, protected 


dy an armored breast-work, and two smaller 
Krupps. She was also furnished with eleven 
Iiotehkiss cannon and tubes for Whitehead 
torpedoes. Inaddition the Chen Yuen had 
two sk inch and 6-inch Krupps in her main 
battery and a secondary battery of Hotchkiss 
revolving cannon. 

The Chen-Yuen was built for China at the 
Stettin works; she wasa sister ship of the 
Ting- Yuen and was the most powerful ship 
in the Chinese navy, with the exception of 
the Ting-Yuen. 

THE WEWS CONFIRMED. 

SHANGHAI, July 31, 10 p. m.—News has just 
reached here of a desperate battle between 
the fleets of China and Japan, ian which the 
Chinese were defeated and the Chen Yuen, 
the largest battle ship but one in the Chinese 
service, was sunk and two other large 
Chinese vessels, said to be first-class cruis- 
ers, were captured or destroyed. 

The battle was hotly contested, but the 
Japanese appear to have handled their 
guns, ships and torpedoes with more ul 


than the Chinese. 
Ihe Chinese fleet engaged carried nearly a 
thousand men anda large numberof them 
are reported to have been Killed or drowred.

Mrs. George Mehl, a comely young German 
woman, who lives at 1808 South Second 
street, appealed to Health Commissioner 
Homan to release her husband, George 
Mehl, a laborer, whom she says was sent to 
the City Insane Aayluni without due process 
ot law.

A day 
will come in the State of New York when the 
multitude between half a breakfast and the 
hope ot halt a dinner will elect your legisia- 
tors. le it possible to have any doubt as to 
the kind of legislators that will be elected?“

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A SOUND PLATFORM. 


The address of the representatives of the 
exchanges and commercial bodies to the 
voters of the city on the subject of the 
election of Justices of the Peace and Con- 
stables is based on solid ground.

It 
should be adopted by all the commercial 
bodies and indorsed and followed by all 
citizens. The party organizations can be 
depended upon to nominate good men 
only when good citizens force them to it 
and when it is understood that none but 
good men can be elected.

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THE ANTI-TRUST AMENDMENT. 


The proposed anti-trust amendment to 
the constitution will do no more than give 
a constitutional basis for an anti-trust 
law, which is not so necessary now that 
Mr. Cleveland’s Attorney-General, who 
stood in the way of the present law’s en- 
forcement, has applied it so vigorously to 
labor conspiracies. 

The amendment would not, however, re- 
move the foundation of trust combines or 
destroy the motive and power of the trusts 
to interfere with the making and enforce- 
ment of laws. The foundation of mo- 
nopoly combines is the monopoly tax and 
power and motive to interfere with legis- 
lation comes from the valuable privileges 
granted by legislation. 

When the trusts are given millions of 
dollars through legislation they can use 
millions to corrupt and bend legislation to 
their purposes and to paralyze the arm of 
the law, as they are now ‘holding up’’ the 
country in the Senate and disarming the 
law-enforcing power, 

The anti-trust amendment is simed at 
aneffect. But an amendment prohibiting 
Congress to levy taxes for any other pur- 
pose except revenue would destroy the ba- 
sis of trusts and the prime source of their 
power. Until monopoly protective laws 
are excluded from the statute books 
mono; gv combines will flourish.

ANARCHISTS OI TRIAL. 


The Men Whe Advocated Assassinatien 
ef Euglish Reyalty. 


Loxrpon, July 81.—Thomas Cantwell and 
Charles Quinn, the two Anarchists charged 
with inciting persons to murder members of 
the royalfamily on the day preceding the 
opening of the Tower Bridge, are on trial at 
the Old Balley. The prisoners, it appears, 
the day beforetbe opening of the Tower 
Bridge succeeded in gathering a crowd about 
them on Tower Hill, and then CantweH 
mounted tothe parapet of a wall and dis- 
played a placard reading as follows: 

‘“‘Tower Bridge: Fellow-workers — You 


have expended life energy and skill in bulld- 
ing this bridge. Now come the royal vermin 
and the rascally politicians, with pomp and 
splendor, to ciaim all the credit. You are 
condemned to the work-house and pauper’s 
grave to glorify these lazy swine who live 
upon our labor. 

Iheard men saying, leave tears and praying, 

The sharp kuife heedeih not the sheep; 
Are we not stronger than the rich and wronger 
When day breaks over dreams and sleep! 

In addition to the placard, Cantwell held fn 
his hand a number of leaflets printed: ‘‘Why 
Vaillant threw the bomb.“ 

Cantwell made a speech in which de re- 
ferred to the Queen and the Prince of Wales, 
and referring tothe Anarchist murders on 
the Continent, said: the murders abroad 
have not been half good enough.“ Finally 
the crowd became enraged and attacked the 
prisoners with cries of Lynch them. The 
prisoners took refuge in a church, but Cant- 
well was turned out of the buliding and was 
followed Dy a hooting crowd through various 
thoroughfares until he was apprehended. 
During the course of his fight Cantweil 
threw away a large, recently sharpened 
clasp-knife. When his lodgings were searched 
a printing press, type and a number of pam- 
phiets advocating anarchy were found. A 
loaded revolver was also found lu hls room.

A BAND OF ROBBERS. 


Mounted ow Stolen Herses aud Demand 
lag Sustemanec, 


Dervrr, Colo., July 81.—One result of the 
late warlike strike at Oripple Creek is the 
organization of a bagda of robbers who have 
terrorized the country in the immedidate 
neighborhood, and the outbreak of trouble, 
more bloody than the recent strike, is among 
the possibilities. 

When it became known that Sheriff Bowers 


was to be permitted to serve warrants and 
make arrests those leaders who felt that 
their action would be punished with heavy 
penalties fed the county. A party of them 
numberingten or fifteen organized them- 
selves intoa band and have demanded sus 
tenance. They are mounted on stolen horses 
and make raids,seizing cattle. poultry, horses 
—anything that will serve their purposes. 
Last sunday they rode into the little town of 
Victor, Gemanded what they wanted and 
then boasted that no one tn Victor could stop 
them. Dr. J. Wiley Collins was the only man 
who had the courage to defy them. Having 
no flrearms be attempted to borrow a gun, 
but fear prevented anyone from complying 
with his request and he was obliged to digest 
his indignation. 

So serious have the raids become that a 
Vigllance committee is being organized to 
drive the robbers away or exterminate them. 
It is also said that Sherif?’ Bowers is organiz- 
Inga posse of deputy sheriffs to proceed 
againstthem. Warrants for every member 
of the gang have been issued for acts com- 
mitted during the strike.

Twe Sisters Have Their Brother Ar- 
reigned Before Judge Paxson.

There was quite a falling off in last week’s 
wheat shipments to Europe from other coun 
tries than the United States. Baltic ports’ 
shipments were 2,560,000 and India 304,000 bu, 
a Gecrease from the week before of 1,440,000 
du fer the former and 660,000 bu for India, but 
the Baltic shipments were over 700,000 bu in 
excess Of those for one year ago. The total 
amount shipped by all countries was 6, 882, 000 
du last week, against 6,841,000 bu the week 
Defore and 6,571,000 bu for corresponding 
week one year ago, For the fifty-two weeks 
ending last Saturday the amount set afloat 
for Europe was 832,104,000 bu, where it was 
824,908,000 bu for same time last year. 

Tne London Standard’s Petersburg corres- 
pondent telegraphs that almost tropical beat 
prevails in Russia which, with occasional 
showers, was Dringing On the crops in an ex- 
traordinary manner. Hay is a heavy crop 
all over the country, and wheat, barley and 


oats are described as abundant. The Statis- 
tical Bureau of st. Petersburg, summarising 
the reports of 7,500 correspondents, says 
that the winter crops aré satisfactory neariy 
all through Kuropean Russia and the Cauca- 
sus. is, however, stated that in many 
cases the growth has been too rapid, and 
that the plant bloomed under unfavorable 
conditions, so that although there will be 
plenty of straw, the yield in grain was not 
expected to exceed an average, which would 
be much less than last year. 

Yesterday nothing could help the corn crop 
in Iowa and Nebraska. Last night heavy 
rains fell throughout Western Iowa and 
Eastern Nebraska and good rains in west 
half Nebraska and Kansas, and reports come 
from some points that the rains had arrived 
just in time to save the crop.

WasHuINGTron, D. C., July 81.— The in- 
creasing importance of the militia for quell- 
Ing internal disturbances and its potential 
strength in case of threatened war has led 
Gen. Ourtis of New York, who is an enthusi- 
ast upon military matters, to embody his 
plans for a national militia organtzation in a 
bill. The bill has received the sanction of 
the House Committee on Militia, and al- 
though probably it will not secure a hear- 
ing this session, may be calied up next ses- 
sion. 

Gen. Curtis proposes that the militia shall 
consist of every able-bodied male citizen be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 4, the organization 
to be known as the National Guard of the 
States andthe unorganized as the Reserve 
Militia. The organization of the former 
would be made to conform as closely as 
possible to that of the regular army. 

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
The National Guard, according to the plan, 
could be called into action by the Presiden 
or by an act of Congress, while only 
an act of Congress could call out the 


reserve militia, the President having power 
to call upon the Governors of States for the 
needed forces of the guard in case of in- 
vasion or danger of invasion from foreign 
foes, Indian uprisings. or rebellion against 
the authority of the Government, specifying 
in his call the riod of service required, 
with the limitation of nine months. The
